SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The Classification Office classifies the video recording Musical Tushies (also known as 
Seymore Butts Musical Tushies) as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication is a North American production, containing sexually explicit material. It 
consists of notices, three trailers, and the feature Musical Tushies. 

The video recording is deemed objectionable because it tends to promote and support 
the use of urine in association with sexual conduct (under s3(2)(d) of the Films, 
Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act)). The feature contains 
scenes in which liquid (considered likely to be urine) ejaculates from women's genital 
areas. The publication presents this as exciting and desirable, therefore tending to 
promote and support the act. The video recording also contains scenes which strongly 
degrade and dehumanise women. This includes scenes where the gaping anuses of 
female participants are focused upon to a high degree and lengthy scenes involving 
men taking turns to engage in anal intercourse with the same woman. These scenes 
degrade and dehumanise women to such a high degree that it colours the contents of 
the video recording. 

If a series of excisions were made, some to remove acts of urination, and the 
remainder to remove the strongest degrading and dehumanising elements, the 
remaining material could be made available without likely injury, provided that the 
video recording is restricted to the adult viewers for whom it is intended. 

Plowever, the owner of the video recording has refused to make excisions to the 
publication therefore the publication is deemed objectionable. The New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) has been considered in relation to this publication. 
Section 3(2)(d) of the FVPC Act overrides si4 of the NZBR Act as it is a deeming 
provision that cannot be given a meaning consistent with the rights and freedoms 
contained in si 4. 
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
